Newport, Jf. 1., was a favorite summer re- 


sort for the Inhabitants of Ibe Welt India 
islands and the Southern Slates In 
century. It continued lo bo such for the 
latter until the year 1814—tho year ofthe 
Rutland tragedy," as il was slylod—when 
the nttoudaiicool'Soiilli Carolinians ceased 
almost cnlirvly for a quarter of it century, 
lii this year Dr. Isaifc Senior, who had been 
a surgeon in the revolutionary army, was at 
the head of Iho medical profession iu New- 
port. His sou, young Dr. Senler, was one 
oflho haudsomesi and most fascinating 
young men of the lown. 


Among the summer visitanls at Nawporl 


were Mr. and Airs, Rutledgo. Mr, Kutledge 
was n son ofthe celebrated Jehu Kutledge 
of tho Revolution. His wife, a beautiful 
woman, was also of a family ol high dis- 
tinction. Young Dr. SontcrandMri. Rnt- 
lodge decamo violently attached to each 
other, and uncut, many hours daily in each 
other's society. The next winter Seuter be- 
cauio so infatuated as to make a visit to 
South Carolina, where he lost his life iu a 
sanguinary encounter with Rutledgo or somo 
of his h lends. This sad eveut, connected 
as it was with so many prominent families 
of South Carolina, put ou end, as above re- 
marked, for many years, to the annual 
migration from that state to Newport. 


When lh> writer visited Newport for the 


first time, in July, 1S30, Mr. lleury A. 
Middleton, of South Carolina, had recently 
built a fine graiite house on Touro aveune; 
Mr. Nathaniel Amory, of Boston, and Mr. 
Sehroeder, of Baltimore, two neat cottages 
in tbo £.ame .streef, near the Redwood 
Library. With these exceptions, there were 
no modern houses at Newport owned .by 
non-residents. Tbe next year Mr. Wm. B. 
Lawrence, of New York, erected a large 
house near the beach on a tract of one 
hundred acres which he bought for filty 
dollars an acre. This land now sells at the 
rate of ten thousand dollars an acre. 


In ISiM Newport contained only seven 


thousand inhabitants. 
Its commerco had 


nearly all vanished. A large house could 
hired for sixly dollars a year. The only ho- 
tels of any note were Townseud's Coii'ee 


and $5 a week,' 


Great fortunes have been made by dealer.i 


in landed property lu Newport; 
among 


them tbo lato Dr. Wilker, of Cbarlcstown, 
Mass., one of llio most eminent eurgions of 
bis times. 
Tho lato Pioscott JJall, of New 


York, -vas tho owner, iu hli last years, of 
tho Malboue'eslnte of seventy-five acres, on 
tho outskirts ol tho town. Hire he erected 
a baudsome house of brown «toco. The 
estate was preseuted to Mrs. Hall by her 
lather, James D'Wolf, of Bristol, and is 
now worth p-obably four hundred thousand 
dollars, or twenty times as much as Mr. 
D'Woll paid for it. Tho Malbono place, be- 
fore tbo Revolution, was tho most elegant 
residence on llio island. The house was 
burned on tbe day of a grand dinner party, 
and never rebuilt. 


Another noted place was V&ncluse, six 


miles from Newport, on the strait which 
separates libodo Island from tho mainland 
on the east. The house at Vanclnse was 
very large, nnd was eroded 
by an English

century it was tho residence of Charles 
D'Wolf, a native of Bristol, and engaged iu 
sngar-plantiii" on the island of Cuba.

Amonrr the meintera of llie Newport bar 


iu 1830 was Mr. Richard Randolph , a native 
of Virginia, aud a nephew of General Har- 
rison. He had probably drifted along shore 
from Virginia into Newport harbor when a 
boy, 
and.iiiuling Iho climate and the society 


so delightful, could never make up his mind 
lo drift away again. Win. Allston, from 
South Carolina, a brother of Washington 
Allston. and a highly-cultivated man, lived 
at Newport until his death, not many years 
ago. 
His mother had emigrated to New- 


port with her children iu the latter part oi 
the last century. 


By the recent death of William S. Roger/ 


a paymaster in the navy, and a native oi 
Newport, his nephew, Mr. John Allston, 
of Brooklyn, son of Win. Allston, inherited 
ihe larger part of his estate, whose value is 
some six bundled thousand dollars. 
The 


wealth thus acijuired, it is gratifying to 
know, he dispenses with almost unexampled 
liberality. In a recent visit to North Caro- 
lina he gave forty thousand dollars to four 
maiden ladies of that slate, lelt destilute by 
Ibe \var; to his uncle's old servants he gave 
five thousand dollars apieea; to a sou ofthe 
lale Commander Morris, a house and lot in 
Philadelphia, valued at twenty thousand 
dollars.
